PERTHSHIRE. 


PERTHSHIRE,  one  of  the  largest  and  most  distinguished 
counties  in  Scotland,  lies  immediately  to  the  west  of  the 
counties  of  Forfar,  Fife,  and  Kinross.  Like  the  County  of  Forfar 
it  is  nearly  square  in  formation,  being  between  70  to  80  miles 
from  east  to  west,  and  nearly  70  from  north  to  south.  The 
mountainous  district  of  Perthshire  occupies  by  far  the  largest 
area,  and  here  are  some  of  the  highest  peaks  of  the  Grampian 
Range,  such  as  Ben  Lawers,  4000  feet;  Ben  More,  3818  feet; 
Ben-y-Gloe,  3671  feet  ;  Ben  Dearg,  3304  feet ;  Ben  Voirlich, 
3224  feet;  Ben  Ledi,  2875  feet,  and  others.  The  lowland  district, 
again,  presents  most  magnificent  scenery,  being  diversified  in 
appearance  by  mountain,  lake,  and  stream.  The  lakes  are  many 
and  of  long  lengths,  the  principal  of  which  are  Loch  Tay,  15  miles 
in  length  by  about  1  broad ;  Loch  Ericht,  of  much  the  same  size 
as  Loch  Tay  ;  Loch  Rannoch,  10  miles  by  1  mile  ;  Loch  Lindoch, 
7  miles  by  about  1  mile  ;  Loch  Garry,  4  miles  by  half  a  mile ; 
Loch  Tummel,  Loch  Lyon,  and  Loch  Dochart.  The  rivers  are 
numerous,  the  principal  being  the  Tay,  the  largest  river  in 
/Scotland,  noted  for  its  valuable  salmon  fisheries. 

The  principal  towns  are  Perth  (the  County  Town),  Creifi",  Blaii-- 
gowrie,  Alyth,  Coupar-Angus,  Auchterarder,  with  ten  .other 
towns  of  less  importance,  and  a  great  number  of  villages.  Textile 
manufactui'e  employs  much  of  the  population  of  Perthshire.  Coal, 
iron,  red  sandstone,  and  marble  are  found  in  the  county ;  and 
the  arable  land  is  of  rich  quality,  producing  good  and  abundant 
crojis. 

Some  of  the  stateliest  mansion  s  in  Scotland  are  in  Perthshire, 
but  Scone  Palace  is  the  only  one  to  which  is  attached  any 
historical  memorials.  The  Cathedrals  of  Dunblane  and  Dunkeld, 
and  the  Abbey  of  Culross,  are  also  objects  of  interest  to  the 
antiquarian. 

Perthshire  returns  two  members  to  Parliament — one  for  the 
Eastern  and  one  for  the  Western  divisions  of  the  county.  The 
City  of  Perth  also  returns  one  member.

"With  the  Parishes  of  KII^FAUNS  and  KINNOUIiL. 

THE  city  of  Perth  is  a  royal,  niunicipial,  and  parliamentary  burgh,  and 
the  county  town  of  Peithshire.  It  lies  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Tay, 
twenty-one  miles  west  of  Dundee.  The  city  presents  a  very  beautiful 
appearance  amid  the  charming  scenery  which  surrounds  it,  and  the  important 
part  it  has  played  in  the  histi^iry  of  the  country — having  throughout  the  wars 
of  the  Succe-sion  held  frequently  the  position  of  the  Scottish  metropolis — 
distinguishes  it  amongst  the  cities  of  Scotland.  Many  remarkable  events 
have  occurred  in  it,  viz.  : — the  great  judicial  combat  in  the  time  of  Robert 
III.,  as  described  by  Sir  Walter  Scott  in  his  Fair  Maid  of  Perth ;  the 
murder  of  James  I.  in  1437  ;  the  Gowrie  conspiracy  in  1600  ;  the  visits  of 
James  VI.  and  Charles  I.,  &c.  Queen  Victoria  makes  Perth  (which  she 
publicly  visited  in  1842)  a  stated  halting  place  in  her  journeys  to  and  from 
Balmoi-al. 

Perth  ranked  long  as  the  centre  of  traffic  between  the  Lowlands  and 
Highlands.  It  is. now  a  seat  of  manufacture,  and  engages  extensively  in 
Dyeing,  Ironfounding,  Brewing,  &c.  The  city  is  approached  from  the  east 
by  two  bridges  across  the  Tay — the  one  a  substantial  stone  structure,  880 
feet  in  length,  connecting  the  city-proper  with  the  suburb  of  Bridgend, 
erected  duiing  1766-72  at  a  cost  of  £26,631 ;  the  other  a  railway  viaduct  on 
the  line  from  Dundee,  about  11  SO  feet  in  length,  on  which  is  also  a  footway 
for  pedestrians,  completed  in  1864  at  a  cost  of  over  £24,000.  The  appearance 
of  the  town  is  much  enhanced  as  one  crosses  towards  the  city  by  two 
beautiful  public  parks,  knoAvn  as  the  North  and  South  Inches,  and  used  as 
recreation  grounds,  and  witli  the  surrounding  environs  presents  a  finer 
appearance  than  any  other  Scottish  tovra  of  its  size.  The  public  buildings 
are— the  Municipal  Buildiug.s,  erected  in  1879  at  a  cost  of  about  £12,000  ; 
the  County  Buildings  adjacent  to  the  river,  erected  during  the  years  from 
1808  to  1820  (and  enlarged  in  1866)  costing  at  first  £32,000  ;  the  Convict 
Prison  for  Scotland,  erected  in  1812  for  French  prisoners  of  war,  at  a  cost 
of  £130,000,  and  altered  in  1841  to  adapt  it  to  its  present  use  at  a  cost  of 
£28,000  ;  the  County  and  City  Prisons,  and  a  handsome  Railway  Station. 
There  are  also  Public  Seminaries,  erected  in  1837  at  a  cost  of  £0000 ;  a  new 
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Public  Hall  to  accommodate  1200  persons,  and  a  Public  Library  and 
Literary  and  Antiquarian  Museum. — Provost  Marshall's  monument,  aa 
edifice  of  1824,  containing  the  Library  and  Museum ;  and  besides  these, 
there  are  monuments  to  the  late  Prince  Coilsort  (erected  in  1864),  the  poet 
Burns,  and  Sir  Walter  Scott.  Perth  receives  its  water  supply  from  the  Tay, 
which  is  filtered  and  raised  by  steam  into  two  elevated  reservoirs  and 
distributed  to  the  town.  The  river  is  navigable  to  Perth,  but  only  for 
vessels  of  comparatively  small  burden.  Justiciary  Courts  are  held  here,  and 
the  burgh  returns  one  member  to  Parliament.     Population,  32,000

THE  attractive  little  town  of  Aberfeldy  lies  in  the  centre  of  a  delightful 
tract  of  country  on  the  south  bank  of  the  river  Tay,  eighteen  miles 
north-west  of  Dunkeld,  partly  in  the  parish  of  Dull  and  partly  in  Logierait. 
The  Falls  of  Moness  and  "The  Birks  of  Aberfeldy"  are  in  the  vicinity, 
and  travellers  can  have  the  services  of  Mr  Thomas  Black,  Aberfeldy,  to 
guide  them  to  these  romantic  scenes.  The  other  places  of  interest  in  the 
neighbourhood  are  Taymouth  Castle,  the  chief  seat  of  the  Marquis  of 
Breadalbane  ;  the  ruins  of  Garth  Castle;  Meggernie  Castle j  Castle 
Menzies,  the  seat  of  Sir  Robert  Menzies,  Bart.,  near  the  village  of  Dull  ;. 
and  the  Falls  of  Acharn  and  Keltney.  Cattle  sales  are  held  at  Aberfeldy 
every  Thursday.  The  population  of  the  town  at  the  last  census  was  close 
upon  1300. 

The  plain  in  the  front  of  the  village  of  Weem  is  historical  in  having 
been  the  camping  ground  of  the  Duke  of  Cumberland's  army  on  their  way 
to  the  battle  of  CuUoden  in  1746.

THE  town  of  Blairgowrie  is  pleasantly  situated  on  tlie  river  Ericlit  on  the 
southern  slojDe  of  the  Grampian  Hills,  which  bound  the  valley  of 
Strathmore,  and  at  the  mouth  of  the  pass  throngh  which  the  road  by  the  Spital 
of  Glenshee  and  the  Castleton  of  Braemar  to  Fort  George  rans.  It  is  twenty 
miles  by  road  from  Dundee  and  fifteen  miles  from  Perth.  At  the  beginning 
of  the  present  century  it  was  a  mere  secluded  hamlet,  but  at  the  present 
day  it  is  a  flourishing  seat  of  the  flax  and  linen  trade,  and  has  a  population 
(including  its  suburbs  of  Old  and  New  Eattray)  of  over  7000  inhabitants. 
The  Eattrays  lie  on  the  opposite  bank  of  the  river  from  Blairgowrie,  and 
contain  a  number  of  factories.  The  chief  seat  in  the  neighbourhood  is 
Craighall,  about  two  miles  north  from  the  village  of  Rattray,  standing  on  a 
rocky  eminence  200  feet  above  the  river  Ericht,  which  runs  through  the 
wild  and  romantic  glen  in  which  the  mansion  is  situated.

CRIEFF,  which  stands  m  the  centre  of  a  brilliant  tract  of  country,  on  the 
left  bank  of  the  river  Earn,  about  eighteen  miles  south-west  froiix 
Perth,  dates  from  the  early  part  of  the  13th  century.  It  lias  quite  recently 
made  great  improvement,  having  a  splendid  hydroj)athic  establishment, 
which  was  erected  in  1866,  and  since  enlarged,  excellent  endowed  schools 
for  primary  and  secondary  education,  a  system  of  drainage  constructed  in 
1877,  &c.  ;  and  with  its  alluring  environs  great  numbers  of  toui'ists, 
summer  visitors,  and  invalids,  are  attracted  to  it.  Its  population  in  1881 
was  4469.  Drummond  Castle,  the  seat  of  the  noble  family  of  Perth,  with 
its  fine  gardens  and  park,  and  "  Comrie,  Ochtertyre,"  situated  in  its 
romantic  grounds,  are  in  the  \dcinity.  The  parish  of  Monzie  is  nine  miles 
by  eight  in  extent,  and  the  village  of  that  name  stands  three  miles  north- 
east from, Crieff.  The  Vale  of  Monzie  and  Valley  of  Glenalmond  are  the  only 
habitable  portions  of  the  parish,  the  rest  consisting  chiefly  of  wild  frontiers 
of  the  Grampians.  The  seats  are  Monzie  Castle  and  Cultoquhey,  and  there 
are  numerous  antiquities  in  the  district

DUNBLANE. 

DUNBLANE  stands  on  the  river  Allan,  five  miles  north  from  Stirling. 
With  its  Hydropathic  Establishment,  picturesque  surroundings,  and 
salubrious  climate,  it  entices  numerous  summer  visitors.  Its  Cathedral, 
which  was  commenced  to  be  built  in  the  12th  century,  but  not  completed 
till  the  16th,  is  one  of  the  principal  antiquities.  The  tower  rises  to  a  height 
of  128  feet,  and  the  choir,  which  now  forms  the  Parish  Church,  measures 
80  feet  long,  30  broad,  and  48  high.  The  population,  a  great  proportion  of 
whom  are  engaged  in  worsted  spinning,  numbers  OA'er  2000.  Sheriffmuir, 
the  scene  of  the  famous  battle  between  the  Eoyal  forces  and  the  Rebel 
army  in  1715,  lies  on  the  hills  to  the  east  of  the  town.  The  chief  seats  are 
Keir  and  Kippendavie. 

The   villages   of    Kinbuck,    Balhaddie,    Buttergask,  and  Rottearn  lie  in 
the  parish  of  Dunblane,  which  has  a  population  of  over  3000.

THE  town  of  Dunkeld  lies  on  the  left  bank  of  the  river  Tay,  in  a  deep 
romantic  hollow,  environed  by  dark- wooded,  craggy  mountains,  about 
fifteen  miles  north-north-west  from  Perth.  It  is  approached  from  the  Rail- 
waj'  Station  by  a  bridge  over  the  Tay,  built  by  the  Duke  of  Athole  in  1809, 
at  a  cost  of  £40,000.?!  The  town  is  of  great  antiquity,  and  ipossesses  a 
Cathedral,  erected  during  a  period  between  the  12th  and  15th  centuries, 
which  contains  monuments  of  the  "  Wolf  of  Badenoch  "  (Alexander  Stuart, 
Earl  of  Buchan),  who  died  in  1384,  and  of  two  bishops,  and  one  in  comme- 
ration  of  the  services  of  the  42nd  Highlanders  at  the  war  in  the  Crimea. 
The  town  flourished  for  ages  in  connection  with  its  Cathedral,  and  as  an 
occasional  royal  residence.  It  was  almost  totally  burned  by  the  Rebel 
forces  after  the  battle  of  Killiecraukie,  and  at  the  present  day  it  is  only  a 
pretty  large  village,  prospering  chiefly  as  a  favourite  resort  of  summer 
visitors  and  tourists.  Dunkeld  House,  the  seat  of  the  Duchess  Dowager 
•of  Athole,  is  in  the  immediate  vicinity,  surrounded  by  gardens,  drives,  and 
walks  unsurpassed  in  Scotland  for  extent  and  beauty.  There  are  four  fairs 
held  throughout  thejyear  at  Dunkeld,  and  a  weekly  market  on  Saturdays. 
Population,  768. 

Little  Dunkeld  Parish,  which  lies  on  the  opposite  bank  of  the  river, 
contains  the  villages  of  Birnam,  Inver,  and  Dalguise,  and  about  20  smaller 
villages  and  hamlets,  being  16  miles  in  length  and  9  broad.  Population, 
•2175.  The  chief  seats  in  the  disti-ict  are  Murthly  Castle,  Dalguise  House, 
Birnam  liodge,  Torwood,  and  Inverbraan.

METHVEN  is  a  neat  and  quaint  village  lying  about  6  miles  west  of 
Perth,  at  the  terminus  of  a  branch  line  of  railway.  It  was  the  seat 
of  a  barony  which  belonged  to  the  qiieen-dowager  of  James  IV.,  and  gave 
the  peerage  title  of  baron  to  her  third  husband.  It  has  a  population  of 
over  700.  The  parish  of  Methven,  which  includes  the  villages  of  Almond- 
bank  and  Scroggiehill,  is  about  5  miles  by  3A  in  extent,  and  presents  a 
pleasant  diversity  of  rising  ground  and  hollows,  being  mainly  bounded  on 
the  north  by  the  Almond  river.  The  barony  of  Methven  passed  to  the 
Dukes  of  Lennox,  and  was  purchased  from  them  by  the  ancestor  of  the 
present  proprietor  of  Methven  Castle,  Wm.  Smythe,  Esq.

Its 
Hydropathic  Establishment,  which  was  opened  in  1S78,  is  considered  the 
finest  in  Scotland,  the  cost  of  erection  being  over  £60,000.     Population,  777. 

Moulin  Parish,  which  contains  the  villages  of  Pitlochry  and  Kinnaird,  is 
sixteen  miles  by  eight  and  a-half  in  extent.  The  village  of  Moulin  is 
situated  about  one  mile  east  of  Pitlochry,  and  has  a  curious  old  Castle  of 
the  12tL  century  (now  in  ruins),  an  exellent  Inn,  a  Public  School,  and 
Established  and  Free  Churches.  The  Pass  of  Killiecrankie  lies  in  the 
jJarish  of  Moulin,  and  the  chief  seats  are  Faskallj^  Urrard,  and  Donavourd. 

LoGiEEAiT  village  stands  on  a  peninsula  between  the  Tay  and  Tummel» 
eight  and  a-half  miles  N.N.W.  from  Dnnkeld,  in  the  j^arish  of  its  own 
name,  which  also  includes  within  its  bounds  the  small  village  of  Ballinluig.

THE  modern  town  of  Scone,  which  bears  the  name  of  New  Scone,  stands 
about  a  mile  to  the  east  of  the  site  of  the  ancient  extinct  city,  close 
by  which  stood  the  Abbey  where  the  coronation  of  the  Scottish  Kings  took 
place,  and  whicli,  along  with  the  Royal  Palace,  was  burned  in  1559.  After 
the  accession  of  the  House  of  Stuart,  the  coronation  of  the  Kings  some- 
times took  place  in  other  churches,  and  the  last  celebrated  in  Scone  was 
that  of  Charles  II.  in  1651,  in  the  Parish  Kiik,  the  crown  being  placed  on 
his  head  by  the  Manjuis  of  Argyle.  The  2:>resent  jJalace,  which  is  the  seat 
of  the  Earl  of  Manslield,  was  erected  in  the  beginning  of  this  century,  on 
the  site  of  the  old  palace,  two  miles  north  of  Perth.  The  town  has  a  popu- 
lation of  nearly  1500.  The  parish  of  Scone  also  contains  the  village  of 
Stormontfield,  and  a  small  part  of  the  Burgh  of  Perth.
